Don’t let the rule of “hold the camera level” prevent you from getting 


‘Interesting, effective snapshots. Po 


inting tha camera skyward caught

[* almost avery book on amateur 
‘ photography you will find the 
warning—“hold the camera level.” 
This is a sound bit of advice for 
the beginner, at least as far as 
most pictures are concerned, How- 
eyer, like many camera rules, it ts 
often violated to obtain some un- 
usual or special effect. 

For subjects that have prominent 
vertical Ifnes such as buildings, 
monuments, or similar structures, 
you should generally adhere to tite 
rule, Suppose, however, you want 
g striking or dramatle effect. You 
can then tilt the camera ag much 
as you like, Some excellant pictures 
have been taken with the camera 
pointed almost atralght up or 
atratght down. 

Tho anglo or yiewpolnt you 
choose, depends, of course, on the 


often helpful in showing details of 
subjects when the component parts 
need to be clearly separated, For 
example, if you can shoot from an 
elevated position ovérlooking a. golf 
green, you will be able to show the 
Individual players more effectively. 
In this case the grags will provide 
a nice plain background, and the 
action can be. seen much’ better, 

A low angle, with the camera 
nearly at. grourd level, and tilted 
upwards is often used for shots of 
baseball and football playars. This 
position yields a decidedly mora 
effective picture, and the plain sky 
accenttatds the firtures. 

You wil probably find many 
other cases In which camera angles 
may be used, Let the nature of the
